Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record (through a history list of office actions for rejections) fails to either 
alone or combine to teach or suggest a software portable telephone set comprising a detachable 
transmitting function part, a transmitting and receiving circuits capable of being reconfigured 
afresh with software program updating, and the transmitting circuit is reconfigured afresh 
according to the program updating in relation to the mounting and demounting of the 
transmitting function part, and particularly, the detachable transmitting function part conditions a 
transmission frequency signal received from the transmitting circuit as cited in claims 1 and 8.
